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HANDY MAN 
OF BRITISH 
EMPIRE 


A man whom Great Britain for th: 
last quarter of a century sent to un. 
usual peoples and peculiar places on 
missions requiring exceptional — tact 
and diplomatic skill was Brig.-Gen- 
eral George F, Phillips, whose death 
in London is just reported, says the 
New York Herald. Soon after he en- 
tered the army he served in Hongkong 
as aide-de-camp to the Governor, Sir 
W. Robinson; then he was sent into 
Central Asia, to Afghanistan and Per- 
sia; afterwards to Egypt and Cen- 
tral and South Africa. He was in 
command of the international forces 
at Sculari when the war broke out, 
and he was the head of special Allied 
missions to Serbia and Greece. He 
was kept so busy as the handy men of 
the British Empire that he had no 
chance to see military service in the 
field; to his deep chagrin he was in- 
trusted with so many delicate little 
diplomatic jobs that he did not even 
get into the Boer war. 


A Tremendous Task. 


His opportunity came, however, in 
1913, wher he was ordered to take 
command at Scutari, This town was 
then a centre of international strife 
and intrigue; Montenegro, Serbia and 
Bulearia were trying to grab it; 
Russia, Austria, Italy and Greece 
were suspicious and fearful that one 
or the other might gain some ad- 
vantage which would give to it con- 
trol of the east Adriatic coast. I: 
wos, besides, a hotbed of tribal and 
religious warfare and the centre of 
the North Albanian blood feud. The 
powers of Europe sent troops to keep 
peace and order. The fl of Great 
Britain, France, Germany, Italy and 
Austria-Hungary flew each over 4 
separate armed camp. Colonel Phil 
s then his rank—as com 
mander had the difficult job of res 
trainine the soldiers of the different 
armies from flyimg at one another's 
throa‘s, of keeping the Albanian feud- 
ists from killing each other, of inter- 
preting the blood feud laws of Dun

He went with some of the first 
English detachments to France, but 
his desire to see military service was 
arain defeated, He was wounded in 
his first entarement. Invalided home 
he wes sent to Serbia t» assist in or- 
ganizine its defences; he went from 
there into Albania, where his person 
al in®?uence aligned the tribesmen on 
the Allies’ side, and he headed the 
British mission to Greece in the trou 
blesome times when that country was 
neutral, To few men fell so many 
stranee missions or the necessity of 
knowin? and thoroughly understand 
ing such a variety of peonles. Ne 
was asted once how he did these dif 
cult jobs so successfully. “By jug: 
remembering,” he said, “all men have 
some universal human qualities, what 
ever their color or race.”

Never 
theless, it was miserably manned, for 
the carefully picked crew with which 
it started was taken off by a press 
f and Kidd had to come to New 
to drum up recruits. When he 
| left that city Governor Fletcher pre- 
| bicted that he would never be able t 
}eontrol for a long period the gang of 
!ruffians that composed his crew, inas- 
much as they were to get no pa, 
except a share of the spoils. “There 
v 160 men,” said Mr. Gilder, “and 
they were to receive a quarter of the 
winnings, to be divided among then 
all. The King was to draw a tenth of

The Trial of Kidd. 

After long hardships Captain Kidd 
returned to the West Indies on one of 
i1s prize vessels. “He was besuiled 
tc come ashore at Boston—altl 
he knew the false charges 
him made that dangerous—by _ his 
one-time friend, the Earl of Bello 
wont, now Governor of New York 
and the greater part of New England.
